REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1,3-11 and 13-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Upon close review of the claims, the prior art of record 
and applicants remarks in the Amendment on page 6 lines 12-2 8 
and page 7 lines 22-30 mailed September 9, 2004, and an 
interview with applicant on January 5, 2005, it appears that the 
allowance of claims 1,3-11 and 13-22 is appropriate. 

Challa et al . (U.S. Patent 6,453,181), a newly recited 
reference discloses a method of tracking the length of a sleep 
period within a mobile station using a sleep clock (col. 3 lines 
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50-65 and col. 6 lines 1-37). However, Challa et al . and none 
of the prior art of record teaches a wireless communication 
device (WCD) with reduce power consumption comprising "providing 
a plurality of counters of substantially equal periods; 
establishing a roll over point for each counter at a 
predetermined offset relative to each other counter to establish 
substantially equal time increments around a pseudonoise (PN) 
sequence period between adjacent roll over points". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the Issue Fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the Issue 
Fee.
